NRA: Assault Gun Ban Won’t Pass 


Gun lobby says it has 
faith that Congress 
won’t allow measure 


Washington 

The powerful gun lobby is gauging 
enough support in Congress to block 
a law that would ban assault weap- 
ons, despite promises from the White 
House and senior lawmakers to make 
such a measure a reality. 

Senators plan to introduce a bill 
that would ban assault weapons and 
limit the size of ammunition mag- 
azines, such as the one used in the 
December shooting massacre that 
killed 27 people, most of them chil- 
dren, in Newtown, Conn. Democrat- 
ic Sen. Dianne Feinstein of California 
has promised to push for a renewal 
of expired legislation. 

Still, the National Rifle Associa- 
tion has faith that Congress would 
prevent a new weapons ban. 

“The likelihood is that they are 
not going to be able to get an assault 
weapons ban through this Congress,” 
NRA president David Keene said Sun- 
day on CNN’s “State of the Union.” 

Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., said 
“no” when asked on CBS’ “Face the 
Nation” whether Congress would pass 
a ban on assault weapons. 

Democratic West Virginia Sen. Joe 
Manchin, a lifelong member of the 
NRA, has said everything should be

A Country Transformed 

The National Rifle Association has previously 
lobbied to prevent passage of another assault 
weapons ban, like the one that expired in 2004. 
But some lawmakers say the Newtown tragedy 
has transformed the country and Americans are 
ready for stricter gun laws. President Barack 
Obama has made gun control a top priority. On 
Tuesday, Vice President Joe Biden is expected 
to give Obama a comprehensive package of 
recommendations for curbing gun violence, (ap) 


Meanwhile ... 

About 200 Newtown, Conn., residents 
turned their attention Sunday at a public 
meeting to decide the fate of Sandy Hook 
Elementary School, where a gunman 
killed 20 first-graders and six educators 
last month. Some say the school should 
be demolished and a memorial built on 
the property. Others believe the school 
should be renovated and the areas where 
the killings occurred removed, like Col- 
umbine High School in Littleton, Colo., 
after the 1999 mass shooting. Officials 
are holding another meeting Friday 
and hope to make a decision about the 
school’s future by the spring, (ap) 


on the table to prevent another trage- 
dy like Newtown. But he assured gun 
owners he would fight for gun rights 
at the same time. “I will guarantee 
you there will not be an encroachment 
on your Second Amendment rights,” 
Manchin said on ABC’s “This Week.” 

The NRA, instead, is pushing for 
measures that would keep guns out 
of the hands of the mentally ill. 

Currently, a person is banned from 
buying a gun if the person is a fugi- 
tive, a felon, convicted of substance 
abuse, convicted of domestic vio- 
lence, living in the U.S. illegally or 
someone who “has been adjudicat- 
ed as a mental defective or has been 
committed to any mental institution.”

Armed Man Shot in Calif. Theater 


San Diego 

Moviegoers at a San Diego theater 
ducked for cover as police stormed in 
during a movie and shot and wound- 
ed an armed domestic violence sus- 
pect pretending to be a patron. 

The lights came on suddenly dur- 
ing a Saturday matinee screening of 
“Les Miserables” at Reading Cinemas 
Carmel Mountain in northern San 
Diego and two officers who had been 
going theater-to-theater spotted their 
suspect among the approximately 15 


moviegoers, most of whom quickly hit 
the floor and started inching toward 
exits, police and witnesses said. 

The suspect, Tom Billodeaux of 
Escondido, 20, at first obeyed the offi- 
cer who approached him and put his 
empty hands up, but then “lowered 
them into his lap ... raised a hand- 
gun, and turned it toward the offi- 
cer,” police said in a statement. 

The officer, who has been with 
the department for about 18 months, 
shot Billodeaux in the chest and arm, 
police said. No one else was hurt. 


Billodeaux was at a hospital Sun- 
day morning and is expected to sur- 
vive the shooting. 

Billodeaux became the target of 
an intense police search after wit- 
nesses reported seeing him get into a 
fight with his girlfriend at her work- 
place across the street from the the- 
ater’s surrounding shopping plaza, 
Lt. Ernie Herbert said. 

Witnesses helped the woman get 
away safely, but Billodeaux threatened 
them with a gun and ran to the shop- 
ping plaza, police said, (ap)

French Troops Pummel 
Militant Targets in Mali 

French fighter jets bombed rebel targets 
in a major city in Mali’s north Sunday, 
pounding the airport as well as training 
camps, warehouses and buildings used 
by the al-Qaeda-linked Islamists control- 
ling the area, officials and residents said. 
The French-led effort, in its third day, 
aims to take back Mali’s north from the 
extremists. More than 400 French troops 
have been deployed to the country, (ap)

Police: 6 Men Arrested 
in Suspected Gang Rape 

Six suspects in another gang rape of a 
bus passenger in India were arrested 
Sunday and police were searching for a 
seventh, four weeks after a brutal attack 
on a student on a bus in the capital out- 
raged Indians and led to calls for tougher 
rape laws. Police said the 29-year-old 
woman was riding a bus in Punjab state 
Friday night when the driver ignored her 
pleas to stop at her village and took her 
to a desolate location, where he and six 
others raped her. (ap) 

DERA ISMAIL KHAN, PAKISTAN 

Roadside Bombing Kills 
At Least 4 Soldiers 

A roadside bomb hit a Pakistani army 
convoy Sunday in a militant stronghold 
in the northwest, killing 14 soldiers 
and wounding 20 others in one of the 
deadliest attacks against the army in 
that sector, intelligence officials said. 
However, Pakistani military officials said 
four soldiers were killed and 11 others 
wounded. The discrepancy could not 
immediately be reconciled, (ap) 


Egypt Orders Retrial for Mubarak 


Backstory 

Egypt's Hosni Mubarak was convicted of failing to prevent the killing of 
nearly 900 protesters during the 2011 uprising that toppled his 29-year regime, 
and he was given a life sentence in June. Sunday’s decision ordering a retrial 
of the former president is likely to be a popular ruling, as many Egyptians were 
angry he was not convicted of ordering the crackdown 

What It Means ... 

... FOR HOSNI MUBARAK: A retrial can produce a not- 
guilty verdict, uphold his life sentence or reduce it. Under 
Egyptian law, a retrial cannot yield a harsher sentence. 

... FOR MOHAMMED MORSI: Mubarak’s retrial is likely 
an unwanted distraction for his successor as Morsi tries 
to restore order amid Egypt’s grim economy. He is also 
trying to handle the aftermath of recent deadly clashes 
over a new draft constitution, (ap) 



Prosecution, defense 
had appealed ousted 
leader’s life sentence 

Cairo 

A Cairo appeals court on Sunday 
overturned Hosni Mubarak’s life 
sentence and ordered a retrial of 
the former Egyptian president for 
failing to prevent the killing of hun- 
dreds of protesters during the 2011 
uprising that toppled his regime. 

The ruling put the spotlight 
back on the highly divisive issue 
of justice for the former leader — 
and his top security officers — in 
a country has been more focused 
on the political and economic tur- 
moil that has engulfed the coun- 
try for the past two years. 

Mubarak, who was convicted 
and handed a life sentence in June, 


will remain in custody while under 
investigation in an unrelated case. 
The 84-year-old was reported last 
year to have been close to death. 


but his current state is unknown. 

A small crowd of Mubarak loy- 
alists in the courtroom erupted 
with cheers after the ruling was 


read out. Another jubilant crowd 
later gathered outside the hospi- 
tal where Mubarak is being held. 

The relatively small crowds 
paled in comparison to the imme- 
diate reaction to his conviction and 
sentencing in June, when thou- 
sands took to the streets, some in 
celebration and others in anger 
that he escaped the death penalty. 

Sunday’s muted reaction may 
indicate that Mubarak’s fate may 
have in some ways been reduced to 
a political footnote. The ruling in 
favor of the appeal had been wide- 
ly expected. Both the defense and 
the prosecution had appealed. The 
Washington Post reported. 

The judge also ordered a retri- 
al of Mubarak’s former security 
chief convicted and sentenced to 
life in prison on the same charges. 

No date has been set for the 
retrial, hamza hendawi (ap)

Moscow 

Up to 20,000 people marched 
through Moscow on Sunday to 
protest Russia’s new law banning 
Americans from adopting Russian 
children, far more than expected, 
in a sign that outrage over the ban 
has breathed life into the opposi- 
tion movement. 

Protesters carried posters of 
President Vladimir Putin and law- 
makers who voted for the law last 
month. The ban has stoked the 
anger of the same middle-class 
professionals who swelled the pro- 
test ranks last winter, when more 
than 100,000 people rallied for 
free elections and an end to Putin’s 
12 years in power, (ap)

Amtrak Upgrades to 4G 


System steps up WiFi 
coverage for trains 
between Boston, D.C. 

Washington 

The WiFi on Amtrak is going to 
get a little faster in 2013. Amtrak is 
upgrading its WiFi to 4G on routes 
across the country this year, begin- 
ning with Acela routes traveling 
between Washington and Boston. 

All 20 of Amtrak’s Acela train 
sets are already in some stage of 
having the hardware and soft- 
ware necessary for the upgrade 
installed. While the status varies 
from train set to train set, some 
trains already have the WiFi avail- 
able, said Amtrak spokesman Steve 
Kulm. So if a rider is on one of those 
trains and is in an area with 4G 
service, he can take the improved 
WiFi for a spin. 


All of the Acela trains should 
have the 4G upgrade completed 
in the spring, Kulm said. 

Once Amtrak officials are 
sure the service is working, they 
will begin upgrading some other 
trains with WiFi capabilities. 
Those includes Northeast Regional 
trains as well as trains elsewhere 
in the country. 


Amtrak first 
added WiFi to its 
trains in 2010. It 
supports between 
30 and 50 percent 
of passengers on a 
given train. 


“It is something we are cur- 
rently working on and hope to 
get it done as soon as we can,” 
Kulm said. 


Amtrak first added WiFi to its 
trains in 2010. The train agency 
reports that this WiFi, known as 
AmtrakConnect, supports between 
30 and 50 percent of passengers on 
a given train. 

That’s not the only change com- 
ing to Acela travel. Amtrak plans 
to add another pair of Acela routes 
between New York and Washing- 
ton later this month. 

The new trips, which begin ser- 
vice Jan. 28, will cater to a crowd 
that needs to travel at night. Train 
2128 will leave Union Station in 
Washington at 8 p.m. and head 
north to New York, arriving at 
10:45 p.m. And train 2175 will 
leave Penn Station in New York at 
9:15 p.m., arriving in Washington 
at 11:59 p.m. 

These trains will also stop 
in Baltimore; Wilmington, Del.; 
Philadelphia; and Newark, N.Y.

Metro Discloses Some Red Line Crash Payouts 


Washington 

In the first disclosures of settle- 
ments stemming from the worst 
crash in Metro’s history, the tran- 
sit agency Friday released a list 
of 84 payouts made through its 
claims office. 

Metro paid a total of $1.6 mil- 
lion to settle the claims, according 


to the documents. 

The payments, by the Office of 
Third Party Claims, range from 
$333 to $150,000. The names of 
the recipients are redacted in the 
documents. The payments do not 
include settlements from federal 
lawsuits filed in U.S. District Court. 

In a letter Friday, Metro said 
it “withheld records relating to 


the terms of the settlements for 
both litigation and non-litigation 
cases because release of these 
records would harm WMATA’s 
ability to resolve the remaining 
cases.” It also said it “withheld 
these records because disclo- 
sure would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of privacy.”

Lending your place to inaugu- 
ration tourists sure seems like an 
easy way to make a month’s rent 
in 48 hours. They’re starry-eyed 
and excited about democracy; 
you’re over it and want to avoid 
the crowds. 

As the inauguration nears, 
some locals are getting into the 
vacation rental industry, finding

.com and Vrbo.com, which help 
owners list their homes for tem- 
porary rental. 

“It’s ridiculous, the amount of 
inquiries,” says Lara Hawketts, 


37, a business development direc- 
tor who uses those websites to rent 
out her Brookland home’s base- 
ment apartment to visitors. By 
late November, she already had a 
wait list for inauguration weekend. 

“People know that they can cap- 
italize on the market being satu- 
rated and hotels being in super- 
high demand,” says Emily Joffrion, 
Airbnb’s director of consumer 
strategy. 

And higher demand means 
higher prices. 

“The average price for that time 
period is about $600 per night for a 


two-bedroom, and those same rent- 
als on average go for about $280 
a night,” says Jon Gray, vice presi- 
dent for North American business 
at Homeaway.com. “So the pric- 
es have effectively doubled over 
that period.” 

Hawketts says she’ll be charg- 
ing double her normal price. “I 
don’t want to rip people off,” she 
says. “I think it’s fair to charge a bit 
more, but there is a limit.” 

The price increase is par for the 
course with inaugurations. For 
2009’s inaugural weekend, 98 per- 
cent of hotel rooms in the District 
were booked at an average rate of 
$605 per night, according to Smith 
Travel Research. 

“We love the inauguration,” 
says Kate Gibbs, media relations 
manager at Destination DC, the 
official convention and tourism 
corporation representing Wash- 
ington. “It’s like having an Olym- 
pics, but always here.” 

Of course, conventional wisdom 
holds that this inauguration will be 
sleepy compared with 2009’s his- 
tory-making affair. 


The D.C. tourism folks disagree. 
Though Gibbs wouldn’t speculate 
on how many people we should 
expect on the Mall this year, at least 
one vacation rental site is booming. 

“I ... expected that a second inau- 
guration for any person would have 
less demand,” HomeAway’s Gray 
says. “That’s not what we’re seeing.” 

The site saw a 389 percent 
increase in interest in properties 
in the D.C. area just after the 2012 
election, compared with the same 
time in 2011. 

Some of that increase could be 
attributed to growth in the vaca- 
tion rental market during that time. 
Gray says. “But the vacation rental 
market hasn’t grown 400 percent 
year on year,” he says. 

Of course, even with the 
increased demand, success isn’t 
a guarantee when renting your 
home to visitors, even for inaugu- 
ration weekend. 

One woman who used Craigs 
list.org to list her place received two 
emails in response to her ad: both 
interview requests from reporters.

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Businesses Already 
Sick of Flu Season 


Workers these days 
are reluctant to take 
a day off when ill, 
putting more at risk 

Washington 

Nearly half the 70 employees at a Ford 
dealership in Clarksville, Ind., have 
been out sick at some point in the past 
month. It didn’t have to be that way, 
the boss says. 

“If people had stayed home in the 
first place, a lot of times that spread 
wouldn’t have happened,” says Marty 
Book, a vice president at Carriage Ford. 
“But people really want to get out and 
do their jobs, and sometimes that’s a 
detriment.” 

The flu season that has struck early 
and hard across the U.S. is putting 
businesses and employees alike in a 
bind. In this shaky economy, many 
Americans are reluctant to call in 


sick, something that can backfire for 
their employers. 

Flu was widespread in 47 states last 
week, up from 41 the week before, the 
Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention said Friday. The only states 
without widespread flu were Califor- 
nia, Mississippi and Hawaii. And the 
main strain of the virus circulating 
tends to make people sicker than usual. 

Blake Fleetwood, president of Cook 
Travel in New York, says his agency is 
operating with less than 40 percent 
of its staff of 35 because of the flu and 
other ailments. 

“The people here are working lon- 
ger hours, and it puts a lot of strain on 
everyone,” Fleetwood says. “You don’t 
know whether to ask people with the 


flu to come in or not.” He says the flu is 
also taking its toll on business as cus- 
tomers cancel their travel plans. 

Many workers go to the office even 
when they’re sick because they are wor- 
ried about losing their jobs, says John 
Challenger, CEO of employer consult- 
ing firm Challenger, Gray & Christmas. 
Other employees report for work out 
of financial necessity, since roughly 
40 percent of U.S. workers don’t get 
paid if they are out sick. Some simply 
have a strong work ethic. 

Challenger and others say attitudes 
are changing, and many companies are 
rethinking their sick policies to avoid 
officewide outbreaks. 

At Carriage Ford, Book says the com- 
pany plans to make flu shots manda-

Hitting Home 

Flu season hit about a month early this 
year, and illness is now widespread in 
47 states.

District of Columbia: Washington 
has seen a big spike in flu cases this 
year — 310 since the season began 
on Sept. 30, an increase of more than 
300 percent over the entire 2011- 
2012 flu season. There have been no 
reported deaths. 

Maryland:

than expected in Maryland, but there 
are signs things may be stabilizing.

tory for all employees. 

Linda Doyle, CEO of the Northcrest 
Community retirement home in Ames, 
Iowa, says the company took that step 
this year for its 120 employees, provid- 
ing the shots at no cost. It is also sup- 
plying face masks for all staff. 

And no one is expected to come 
into work if sick, she says. 

So far, the company hasn’t seen an 
outbreak of flu cases. 

“You keep your fingers crossed and 
hope it continues this way,” Doyle says. 

Editor Rob Blackwell, the Washing- 
ton bureau chief for the trade paper 
American Banker, says he had taken 
only two sick days in the past two years 
before coming down with the flu and 
then pneumonia in the past two weeks. 
He missed several days the first week 
of January and has been working from 
home the past week. 

“I kept trying to push myself to get 
back to work because, generally speak- 
ing, when I’m sick, I just push through

Wilson threw two touchdown 
passes and ran for another, doing 
all he could to make the Seahawks 
(12-6) the first playoff team ever 
to rally from such a daunting def- 
icit in the final period. Marshawn 
Lynch appeared to have locked it 
up for Seattle when he scored on 
a 2-yard run with 31 seconds left 
for a 28-27 lead. 

But the Seahawks’ defense, 
which is one of the NFL’s best and 
had totally stymied the Falcons in 
the fourth, went to a softer cover- 
age and got burned. The Falcons 
had just enough time to pull off a 
comeback of their own. 

Ryan hooked up with Harry 
Douglas on a 29 -yard pass in front 
of the Falcons bench, and coach 
Mike Smith quickly signaled a 
timeout.

zalez, a Hall of Famer-to-be playing 
what could’ve been his final game. 

Gonzalez hauled in the 19-yard 
throw, and Smith called his final 
timeout with 13 seconds remain- 
ing. Instead of risking another play 
and having the clock run out, he 
sent Bryant in for the field goal try. 

The Seahawks called time just 
before the ball was snapped, and 
Bryant’s kick sailed right of the 
upright. That turned out to be 


nothing more than practice. The 
next one was right down the mid- 
dle, giving the Falcons a stunning 
victory. Bryant took off toward the 
Falcons logo in the middle of the 
field, pumping his right fist before 
he was mobbed by his teammates. 

“Our quarterback is a special 
player,” Smith said. “They call 
him Matty Ice, but I feel like we’ve 
got two Matty Ices.

Janny Frimpong was working in 
Sony Pictures Entertainment’s dis- 
tribution department, where she 
analyzed customer data to pre- 
dict purchasing behaviors, when 
she decided to use her skills for a 
different purpose. 

“I have a passion for women’s 
health, [women’s] rights and pol- 
itics,” Frimpong says. 


She’s one of many MBA students 
in the D.C. area, which is buzzing 
with nonprofits and nongovern- 
mental organizations, who’d like 
to do well in their careers while 
also doing good. 

Frimpong, 30, chose to study 
social marketing, a field whose 
practitioners use traditional mar- 
keting techniques to bring about 
social change. 

Georgetown University’s 
McDonough School of Business 
(Msb.georgetown.edu) proved 
the ideal match for her goals, with 
classes in social marketing, social 
entrepreneurship and nonprofit 
management, among others.

The business schools of Amer- 
ican University (American.edu/ 
kogod), George Washington Uni- 
versity (Business.gwu.edu) and 
the University of Maryland, Col- 
lege Park (Rhsmith.umd.edu) also 
offer traditional MBA programs 
that include classes for students 
who would like to travel a less- 
than-traditional career path. 

Frimpong earned her MBA in 
2010. With the help of professor 
William Novelli, a social-market- 
ing pioneer, she landed a job as an 
account supervisor for Ogilvy Pub- 
lic Relations Worldwide. 

There, Frimpong joined a team 
overseeing the Heart Truth cam- 


paign, a Department of Health and 
Human Services program endeav- 
oring to prevent heart disease in 
women. 

“I would never have made the 
connection [to Ogilvy] myself with- 
out a professor who was steeped 
in that area,” Frimpong says. She 
recently accepted a new position, 
developing and implementing 
social media campaigns at Planned 
Parenthood. 

Bridging the worlds of giving 
and gaining is not such a stretch 
for business schools. “Good man- 
agement, leadership and busi- 
ness principles apply to for-profit

and nonprofit companies,” says 
Lawrence Ward, associate dean 
of American University’s Kogod 
School of Business. 

Business-school graduates can 
offer much to the nonprofit world, 
says Chicago-based consultant 
Heidi Massey. If, that is, they “have 
an understanding of the sector” 
and extend their focus beyond the 
bottom line. 

At Georgetown, Frimpong 
learned the importance of doing 
research before committing funds 
to a project. Since nonprofits have 
tight budgets, using each dollar 
effectively is more important than 
it would be in the for-profit sector. 

Megan Burkhart, 31, felt she 


needed better business skills 
when she worked for the Peace 
Corps in Africa and later for the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development. 

Now in her second and final 
year of Maryland’s MBA program, 
Burkhart has been developing her 
business skills while helping oth- 
ers. In her social venture consult- 
ing class, for example, Burkhart 
helped the environmental NGO 
World Resources International 
look into water purification tech- 
nologies for India. 

“More students are coming for 
a traditional degree but using it in 
nontraditional ways,” says Melis- 
sa Carrier, assistant dean of glob- 
al programs and social value cre- 
ation at Maryland’s Robert H. 
Smith School of Business. 


Alex Maciulaitis, 33, also at 
Maryland, had the same epipha- 
ny about his career while work- 
ing for the Japanese Consulate in 
Washington, D.C. “More and more 
nonprofits were moving to pro- 
cesses like [those used by] tradi- 
tional businesses,” he says, “but I 
realized that I didn’t know enough 
about business.” 

Getting an MBA was the log- 
ical next step to gain those skills. 


Like Frimpong, Maciulaitis is con- 
sidering a career in social market- 
ing. In addition, he says he’s really 
interested in learning about “how 
a company uses corporate social 
responsibility to drive value back 
to consumers.” 

Maciulaitis is graduating in 
May and hasn’t yet determined 
whether he will work for a non- 
profit or work on social issues 
from within a for-profit corpora-

tion. In the meantime, he’ll con- 
tinue to take courses to hone his 
business skills. 

In one class, he and three class- 
mates worked with the City of Bal- 
timore to write a report on entre- 
preneurial opportunities for recent 
parolees. 

If students at Maryland don’t 
have time to take such courses as 
electives, they can volunteer at the 
Center for Social Value Creation, 
which works on projects in fields 
such as sustainability, microfinance 
and social entrepreneurship. 

Most MBA programs in the D.C. 
area encourage students to volunteer 
their time by using their business 
skills to help nonprofits and NGOs.

“It’s a great teaching opportu- 
nity for MBA students to do pro 
bono work while they’re getting 
their degree,” Massey says.

At American University, MBA 
students are helping “clients” 
across the globe. In its Peace 
Through Commerce elective course, 
students team up with entrepre- 
neurs in conflict regions to help 
develop business plans and secure 
funding for projects, such as a med- 
ical laboratory in Iraq. 

Sixteen American University 
students even traveled to Tunisia 
this summer to meet with locals 
in underdeveloped areas and help 
identify new business opportunities. 

At many schools, the idea of 
using an MBA to do good work 
seems natural. 

GWU School of Business dean 
Doug Guthrie says their pro- 
gram continues the mission set 
forth by the university’s name- 
sake: “George Washington want- 
ed to educate leaders who would 
make the world a better place.”

WHAT SHE DOES: “I get paid to be 
a tourist," says Steinfort-Rivas, who 
Leads groups of sightseers ranging 
from a handful to hundreds 
around Washington, D.C., 
and New York City. 

Steinfort-Rivas says 
her calendar is booked 
solid with student tours 
from mid-February through 
mid- July. During that time, 
she spends about 26 days a month

I don’t want to say that the 
economy has been a good thing 
for this generation. But I do think 
we might see in a few years that it 
will have had a positive impact on 
people, in the sense that they real- 
ly had to figure stuff out.

You say in the book that a job isn’t 
just a job anymore; it’s an expres- 
sion of who you are. 

We’re a generation that believes in 
finding your bliss, that work should 
be fun and meaningful. 

Does that ever cause any prob- 
lems in the workplace? 

One thing a lot of people struggle 
with, myself included, is that it’s 
very humbling to be in your 20s. 

One of the positive aspects of 
Gen Y is that they have huge ambi- 


tions and think that anything is 
possible. But then they get to a job 
where, probably like any entry-lev- 
el employee, they’re not given a ton 
of responsibility. It can be very dif- 
ficult and frustrating. 

How do they deal with that? 

Most people have some kind of 
recalibrating moment to figure 
out their priorities. 

That’s a reason why there’s a 
huge rise of entrepreneurship in 
this generation. We’ve seen that the 
stable job doesn’t exist anymore, so 
the perception is that there’s not as 
much to lose. 


There’s also that reckoning 
where people come face-to-face 
with the fact that work is work 
and maybe change their mental- 
ities. But the more idealistic ones 
either change jobs or figure out 
how to go out on their own. 


Twenty years from now, what kind 
of an impact will Gen Y have had 
on the workplace? 

People have made this prognosis, 
and I agree with it, that we will see 
flatter workplaces, because Gen Y 
is not super into hierarchy. 


We’ll see more work-life bal- 
ance. We’ll see a lot more socially 
minded companies. That’s not to 
say that we won’t have greedy bank- 
ers, but I think in general, [the eco- 
nomic collapse] was a big wake-up 
call for this generation. We want to 
figure out how to marry the twin 
goals of making a profit and mak- 
ing a difference. And in some situ- 
ations, people do sacrifice income 
to take a job that meets these soft- 
er requirements. 

If people let us and we’re given 
the chance, we could have a very 
profound influence on society.
